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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Amendments made to the specification and abstract filed October 12, 2005 are 
acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

2. Amendments made in order to cure the prior informalities are accepted. Therefore, the 
prior objections are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Amendments made in order to cure the prior informaUties are accepted. Therefore, the 
prior rejection is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pg. 13, 3^^ paragraph, lines 7-9 and 4^ paragraph, lines 1-2, 
filed October 12, 2005, with respect to claims 1-6 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1-6 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-16 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 : 
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Kausik and Chaum fail to disclose a certificate being verified and authenticated on a 
protected device separate from a storage device and having an additional visual verification on a 
display device. As taught by Kausik and Chaum, it is common in the art to provide a private key 
on a smart card and employ a card reader to utilize the private key stored on the card for 
decryption of a message within the card reader, however, the verification of a certificate and the 
reduction of a message is not and it doesn't usually involve a visual verification on a display 
device. 

An updated search did not uncover any new prior art. Kausik and Chaum are the closest 
art of record. No art disclosing, nor motivation to combine has been found which recites the 
previously stated limitations. 

All other pending claims are dependent upon allowable claim 1 and are allowable for that 

reason.
